Exhibitors  and  patrons  are  sincerely  requested  to  make  constioictive 
criticisms  and  offer  helpful  suggestions  toward  bettering  any  part  or  de- 
partment of  this,  YOUR  STATE  FAIR. 

Please  report  any  discourtesies  by  gatemen,  concessionaires,  showmen, 
or  others  connected  with  the  Fair.  If,  for  any  reason,  there  is  a  misunder- 
standing about  admission  at  gates  or  elsewhere,  please  pay  the  admission 
price  asked,  take  a  receipt  for  same,  and  come  direct  to  the  Manager's 
office.  Please  do  not  block  traffic  and  delay  others  by  prolonged  arguments 
with  ticket-sellers,  gatemen  and  ticket-takers  who  are  working  on  strict 
orders  from  the  management  and  are  not  allowed  to  vary  from  them. 

Concessions    and    attractions    are    granted    privileges    on   the    grounds   to 

supply  the   necessary   wants,   comforts,   conveniences   and   pleasures   of  the 

iirj  patrons.    The    management    will    not    accept    or    knowingly    allow    the    con- 

'"'  tinuance    of   any    concession,    show    or    other    attraction    of   a    questionable 

nature  or  a  demoralizing  tendency,  nor  will   any  concession  be  permitted 

where  the  business  is  conducted  in  other  than  a  legitimate  and  legal  manner. 

Drunkenness,  quarreling,  or  the  use  of  profane  or  obscene  language  will 
not  be  allowed  on  the  grounds.  No  begging  will  be  permitted. 

No  peddling,  hawking  or  selling  of  any  kind  will  be  allowed  in  the  build- 
ings or  on  the  grounds  excet  by  special  license  obtained  from  the  Manager. 
All  soft  drinks  served  will  be  the  "fountain  type"  and  none  shall  be 
distributed  nor  sold  in  cans  or  bottles. 

All  dining  halls,  lunch  stands,  refreshment  booths,  and  other  places  dis- 
pensing food  and  beverage  must  be  substantial  in  stnacture  and  neat  in 
apearance.  They  must  meet  all  health  regulations  and  must  sell  only 
f.(|good,  wholesome  food  and  pure  honest  goods  at  reasonable  prices  which 
must  be  approved  by  the  Fair  management  and  displayed  in  a  prominent 
place.  No  soft  drinks  may  be  sold  in  bottles. 

Parties  owning  buildings  upon  the  State  Fair  grounds  must  notify  the 
manager  thrity  (30)  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Fair  as  to  whether 
they  desire  to  occupy  the  same  or  not,  and  if  so,  make  arrangements  with 
the  superintendent  of  the  department  for  such  ocupancy.  Failure  to  com- 
)  ply  with  the  provisions  of  this  rule  will  cause  the  forfeiture  of  the  use  of 
such  building  or  buildings  to  the  Fair  management. 

Any  party  or  parties,  firm  or  corporation  owning  buildings  or  material 
upon  the  State  Fair  grounds  without  lease,  or  whose  lease  has  expired, 
who  shall  fail  to  remove  same  upon  order  of  the  manager  within  the  time 
specified,  shall  forfeit  all  claim  thereto,  and  the  Fair  management  may 
take  charge  of  and  remove  same,  charging  expense  attached  thereto  to  the 
owner  or  pwners  thereof,  which  expense  or  claim  must  be  paid  before 
material  is  released  to  the  owner.

An  office  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  representatives  of  the  Press,  anc 
Radio  and  Television  Stations,  will  be  maintained  with  telephones,  type 
writers,  and  other  facilities.  It  will  be  a  pleasure  to  supply  authentic  in 
formation  of  news  value  about  the  Fair,  including  lists  of  premium  award.'f'*'^ 
and  photographs.  Arrangements  may  be  made  in  advance  for  special  Press

Health  Regulations 


The  health  regulations  of  the  Veterinary  Division  of  the  N.  C.  Depart- 
nt  of  Agriculture  governing  all  fairs  in  North  Carolina  will  be  strictly 
tnes|forced  this  year.  These  regulations  are  as  follows: 


Dairy  Cattle  and  Beef  Cattle 

Cattle  may  enter  the  fairgrounds  for  exhibition  purposes  provided  they  are 
companied  by  an  official  Health  Certificate  signed  by  an  accredited,  or 
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state    or    federally    employed    veterinarian    and    approved    by    the    Stat  'f"   . 
Veterinarian  of  the  State  of  Origin.  A  copy  of  the  approved  Health  Certificat  """' 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  State  Veterinarian  of  North  Carolina  before  arrivj "'"  °° 
of  the  animals.  It  is  recommended  that  this  be  done  no  later  than  Septembc  >'' ' 
30.  The  certificate  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  consignor  and  an  accurat  ^^^''\ 
description  of  the  animals  including  registration,  tattoo  or  ear  tag  number:  '„  Jf 
The  certificate  shall  contain  a  statement  that  no  animal  described  on  th 
certificate  is  infected  with  or  has  been  exposed  recently  to  any  communicabl

All  sheep  exhibited  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate '™ '^ 
issued  by  a  qualified  veterinarian  and  approved  by  the  State  Veterinarian  *ness 
certifying  that  such  sheep  are  free  from  any  symptons  of  a  contagious  oii 
infectious  disease;  that  they  are  from  premises  where  no  known  contagious  orl 
infectious  disease  of  sheep  exists  and  should  designate  they  are  free  from 
scabies  and  exposure  to  same. 

Sheep  originating  from  scab   eradicated   areas  are  to  be  from  scab  free ' 
flocks  and  the  individuals  exhibited  shall  be  dipped  under  Federal  or  Stateyw 
supervision  within  10  days  of  date  of  entry.

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e  Stai  cposed  recently  to  any  communicable  disease.  The  certificate  shall  contain 
'lilicat  le  consignor's  name  and  address,  and  an  accurate  description  of  each  animal 
fairiii  icluding  registration,  tattoo  or  ear  tag  number.  The  certificate  shall  show 
'terabi  lat  each  animal  has  been  given  the  recommended  dose  of  anti-hog  cholera 
icciirai  srum  (or  antibody  concentrate)*  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  within  5  days 
umbei  f  admission  to  the  fair. 
(I  Health  certificates  for  exhibition  swine  are  valid  for  60  days  from  the  date 
f  issue,  provided  that  each  animal  shall  receive  an  additional  dose  of  anti-hog 
lolera  serum  (or  antibody  concentrate)*  before  entry  to  another  fair  if  5 
injtlii  *ys  have  passed  since  the  last  dose  was  given.  The  health  certificate  shall

Exhibits  and  Exhibitors 

The  Fair  management  will  use  diligence  to  insure  the  safety  of  livestock 
itered  for  exhibition  or  display,  but  under  no  circumstances  will  it  be  re- 
ffithi  ponsible  for  loss,  injury,  theft  or  damage  by  fire,  lightning,  wind,  or  any 
ther  agency,  to  such  livestock  on  exhibition  or  display. 

All  livestock  on  exhibition  must  be  cared  for  by  the  exhibitor  (except 
ntries  in  Special  Junior  Dairy  Cattle  Exhibits.)  All  stalls  (except  entries  in 
pecial  Junior  Dairy  Cattle  Exhibits  )  All  stalls  and  pens  will  be  well  bedded 
ne  time  by  the  Fair,  free  of  charge.  Thereafter,  exhibitors  will  be  required  to 
arnish  their  own  bedding. 

The  Fair  reserves  the  right  to  discriminate  against  both  excessive  obesity, 
hich  cannot  be  a  profitable  condition  for  breeding  animals,  and  excessive 
ianness,  in  which  condition  animals  are  unfit  for  exhibition. 
usol  No  barren  animals  will  be  eligible  in  breeding  classes.  An  affidavit  that 
0  n  animal  is  a  breeder  must  be  furnished  on  request. 

All  cattle  must  be  halter-broken.  No  dairy  bull  over  one  year  of  age  will 

e  allowed  on  the  grounds  without  a  ring  in  his  nose  and  must  not  be  led 

gjjj'om   his   stall    except   by   a   staff,   rope   or   chain    attached   to    or   leading 

irough  the  ring.  Boars  over  one  year  of  age  must  have  had  their  tusks 

moved. 

Exhibitors  must  keep  their  animals  uncovered  between  the  hours  of  9:00 
jitjt|.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  each  day  of  the  Fair.  Premium  money  will  be  withheld 
om  exhibitors  violating  this  rule,  except  in  case  of  sickness  of  animals  or 
iclement  weather,  and  then  only  on  authorization  of  the  Superintendent. 
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A  great  educational  feature  of  the  Fair  is  the  exhibitions  and  parades  o]  Jf" "" 
approved  livestock  by  breeds  and  ages.  Exhibitors  refusing  for  any  caust 
not  meeting  with  the  approval  of  the  management  to  lead  out  animals  foi  'Ji^' 
parade  will  not  only  forfeit  all  premiums  won,  but  will  be  barred  from 
further  participation  in  the  Fair,  and  will  be  required  to  remove  theii 
stock  from  the  Fairgrounds  within  six  hours  after  such  refusal,  and  will  iless  ii 
forfeit  any  fees  paid. 

Misrepresentation  as  to  breeding  and  irregularity  in  showing  will  be 
exposed  and  any  premium  won  by  such  exhibitor  will  be  withheld.  Certifi- 
cates of  registration  must  be  shown  on  demand  of  the  Livestock  Superin- 
tendent. 

Any  artificial  means  of  removing  or  remedying  physical  defects  or  con^ 
formation  in  exhibition  animals,  such  as  lifting  or  filling  under  the  skin] 
will  be  considered  fraud  and  deception.  All  animals  giving  evidence  of  such  ^' 
treatment   will   be   barred   from   exhibition   at   this   Fair,   and    at   all   Fair^"" ""' 
holding  membership  in  the  International  Association  of  Fairs  and  Expo 
sitions. 

Exhibitors  must  keep  the  space  in  the  rear  of  their  stalls  or  pens,  and  ^ 
the  alleyways  in  the  exhibition  halls,  clear  and  clean.  All  litter  must  be 
thrown  where  directed  by  the  Superintendent  or  Directors 

Animals  must  be  transported  to  and  from  the  Fairgrounds  at  the  expense 
of  the  exhibitor.  The  Fair  management  will  not  pay  any  charges  for  ex- 
press, freight  or  drayage.  To  avoid  switching  charges  and  delay,  rail 
shipments  should  be  billed  as  follows:  "For  Exhibit,  N.  C.  State  Fair, 
Camp  Polk,  N.  C.  c/o  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railroad."  Shipments  via  express! 
or  motor  transport  should  be  addressed  to  the  exhibitor,  or  to:  Livestock 
Superintendent,  N.  C.  State  Fair,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Exhibitors  are  responsible  for  ascertaining  when  their  stock  will  be 
judged.  Animals  must  be  in  the  show  ring  promptly  after  being  called 
Exhibitors  failing  to  comply  with  this  rule  may  have  their  animals  excluded 
from  competition. 

Judges  and  Awards 

NO  EXHIBITOR  MAY  RECEIVE  MORE  THAN  TWO  PREMIUM 
MONEYS  IN  ANY  ONE  CLASS.  However,  ribbons  will  be  awarded 
exactly  as  the  animals  are  placed  by  the  judge.  EXAMPLE:  An  exhibitor 
makes  three  entries  in  a  class,  and  his  animals  place  "First,"  "Second" 
and  "Third."  He  would  receive  only  the  first  and  second  premium  moneys, 
but  all  three  ribbons.  Then,  the  owner  of  the  animal  placing  "Fourth" 
would  receive  the  third-place  premium  money  and  the  fourth-place  ribbon; 
and  so  on  down  the  line 

The  decision  of  the  judges  will  be  final,  and  no  appeal  will  be  considered 
except  in  case  of  protest.  The  rules  of  the  International  Association  of 
Fairs  and  Expositions  govern  appeals  at  the  North  Carolina  State  Fair. 
Protests  must  be  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  General  Livestock  Super 
intendent  by  noon  of  the  day  following  the  award,  accompanied  by  a  protest 
fee  of  $5.00  which  will  be  retained  by  the  Fair  if  the  protest  is  not  sus- 
tained by  an  impartial  Protest  Committee  appointed  by  the  General  Live 
stock  Superintendent. 
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^fso|  No  unworthy  animal  will  be  awarded  a  premium.  Where  there  are  fewer 

IS!  nimals  shown  in  the  class  than  the  number  of  premiums  offered,  the  judge 

s  foi  lay,  at  his  discretion,  award  a  prize  or  prizes  of  such  grade  as  the  animal 

from  r  animals  deserve. 

Where  there  is  only  one  entry  in  a  class,  second  premium  will  be  awarded 
nless  in  the  opinion  of  the  judge  the  animal  is  sufficiently  meritorious 
s  to  justify  the  full  award  as  provided  for. 
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Special  Award 

A  premier  livestock  exhibitors  prize,  for  senior  shows  only,  will  be 
warded  by  an  impartial  judging  committee  including  non-livestock  oriented 
ersons.  Daily  observations  will  be  made  in  all  livestock  barns.  The  judges 
ill  consider  the  attractiveness  of  the  exhibit,  appearance  of  herdsmen, 
romotional  value  of  exhibit  and  information  available.  A  plaque  will  be 
iven  to  the  winning  exhibitor  and  $50  to  the  herdsmen  in  charge  of  the 
xhibit. 
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Herdsmen's  Contests 

Special  prizes  will  be  awarded  in  contests  for  herdsmen,  shepherds  and 
caretakers  of  animals  in  all  livestock  departments.  All  herdsmen  will 
lutomatically  be  considered  entrants  and  no  special  entry  is  required. 

The  contests  will  start  at  a  time  designated  by  each  Department. 

The  following  score  card  will  serve  as  the  basis  for  the  judges  in  the 
ierdsmen's  contests  making  their  decisions:

Believing  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  all  breeders  of  Registered  Cattle  to 
maintain  a  reputation  of  integrity  and  to  continue  to  present  a  whole 
some  and  progressive  image  in  the  show  ring,  the  Purebred  Dairy  Cattle 
Association  of  America  lists  herewith  those  practices  which  are  considered 
unacceptable  in  presenting  Registered  dairy  animals  in  the  show  ring.  The 
use  of  such  practices  or  procedures  is,  therefore,  considered  unethical  in  the 
showing  of  Registered  cattle. 

1.  Misrepresenting  the   age   of  the   animal   for  the   class   in   which  *it 
shown. 

2.  Balancing  the  udder  by  any  abnormal  means  including  the  use  of  al 
mechanical  contrivance,  or  the  injection  of  fluid  or  drugs. 

3.  Setting  the  teats  and/or  occluding  (sealing  the  ends)  with  a  mechanical 
contrivance  or  with  the  use  of  a  chemical  preparation.  ' 

4.  Treating  or  massaging  the  udder  or  its  attachments  with  an  irritant  or 
counter-irritant.  The  use  of  common  products  as  fly  spray,  ointment 
or  liniment  in  excess  to  the  extent  that  it  is  irritating  is  included] 
as  an  irritant  unless  required  to  reduce  edema  at  time  of  calving. 

5.  Treating  or  massaging  any  part  of  the  body  internally  or  externally 
with  an  irritant,  counter-irritant,  or  other  substance  to  temporarily 
straignten  a  weak  back  or  loin  or  to  produce  unnatural  animation. 

6.  Minimizing  the  effects  of  crampiness  by  feeding  or  injecting  drugs,  de- 
pressants or  applying  packs  or  using  any  artificial  contrivance  or 
therapeutic  treatment  excepting  normal  exercise. 

7.  Blocking  the  nerves  to  the  foot  to  prevent  limping  by  injecting  drugs. 

8.  Striking  the  animal  to  cause  swelling  in  a  depressed  area. 

9.  Surgery  of  any  kind  performed  to  change  the  natural  contour  or  ap- 
pearance of  the  animal's  body,  hide,  or  hair.  Not  included  is  the  re- 
moval of  teats  and  horns,  clipping  of  hair  and  trimming  of  hooves. 

10.  Insertion  of  foreign  material  under  the  skin. 

11.  Changing  the  color  of  hair  at  any  point,  spot  or  area  on  the  animal's 
body  including  the  blackening  of  a  gray  spot. 

12.  The  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  the  feed  or  administered  as  a  drench 

13.  Administration  of  a  drug  of  any  kind  or  description  internally  or  ex- 
ternally prior  to  entering  the  show  ring,  except  for  treating  a  recognized 
disease  or  injury  and  for  tranquilizing  bulls  two  years  old  and  over. 
For  the  purposes  of  these  rules,  the  term  "drug"  shall  mean — any  sub- 
stance, the  sale,  possession  or  use  of  which  is  controlled  by  license 
under  federal,  state  or  local  laws  or  regulations  and  any  substance 
commonly  used  by  the  medical  or  veterinary  professions  which  affect 
the  circulatory,  respiratory  or  central  nervous  system  of  a  cow. 

14.  Criticizing  or  interfering  with  the  judge  or  other  exhibitors  while 
in  the  ring. 

In  keeping  with  the  basic  philosophy  of  the  Association,  ethics  is  an  indi 
vidual  responsibility.  Violators  are  subject  to  the  disciplinary  provisions  of 
the  By-Laws  of  their  respective  Breed  Associations.

To  aid  in  plac- 
ing, each  one-third  of  a  grade  change  in  U.  S.  D.  A. 
quality  grade  may  be  considered  to  have  the  same 
effect  at  0.8%  change  in  yield  of  boneless  retail  cuts. 
A  carcass  will  receive  no  additional  credit  for  grade 
above  low  prime.

Birds  exhibited  shall  be  vaccinated  with  the  killed  virus  or  Bi  live 
lis  Newcastle  vaccine.  The  killed  virus  Newcastle  vaccine  shall  have  been 
ministered  no  less  than  twenty  one  (21)  days  or  more  than  six  (6) 
mths  before  the  opening  date  of  the  Fair.  The  Bi  live  virus  Newcastle  vac- 
16  shall  have  been  administered  no  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  nor  more 
es  a  an  six  (6)  months  before  the  opening  date  of  the  Fair.

Uniformity  of  Color:  All  eggs  in  the  entry  should  be  the  same  shade  or 
color.  If  white,  all  eggs  should  be  chalk  white  and  free  from  creamy  or 
tinted  coloring.  If  brown,  all  eggs  should  be  uniformly  the  same  shade  and 
color,  A  cut  of  Vis  point  per  egg  will  be  made  according  to  the  actual  shade 
of  each  egg  and  how  well  it  conforms  to  uniformity  of  shade  with  the  other 
eggs  in  the  dozen. 

Uniformity  of  Shape:  Each  egg  is  to  conform  as  nearly  as  possible  in 
shape.  Extremes  should  be  avoided.  Cut  V2  point  for  each  egg  off  in  shape  or 
ridged. 

Condition  of  Shell:  Select  only  clean  eggs.  Cut  1  point  for  each  dirty  egg 
and  V2  point  for  each  stained  egg.

Hunting  and  fishing  are  big  businesses  in  this  country  of  ours.  Tar  Heels 
spend  over  $150,000,000  each  year  in  the  pursuit  of  fish  and  game. 
Out-of-state  sportsmen  raise  the  total  even  higher.  Many  of  the  state's  large 
industries  don't  generate  that  kind  of  income.  That  is  big  business  and  good 
business. 

The  reason  is  simply  that  North  Carolina  is  unequalled  anywhere  in  the 
nation  in  the  variety  of  fish  and  game  available  to  sportsmen.  You  can  catch 
trout-brook,  brown  or  rainbow-in  the  mountainous  "Land  of  the  Sky,"  or 
quarter-ton  marlin  at  the  edge  of  the  Gulf  Stream  off  Cape  Hatteras  and  Cape 
Lookout.  In  between  is  a  variety  of  upland  and  migratory  game  ranging  from 
Russian  wild  boar  to  bear,  deer,  wild  turkey,  to  ruffed  grouse,  bobwhite 
quail,  rabbits,  squirrels  and  woodcock. 

Five  major  watersheds  provide  fishing  for  bass,  bream,  pickerel,  redbreast, 
crappies  and  seagoing  species  such  as  striped  bass,  shad  and  herring.  Reservoir 
fishing  varies  from  walleye,  white  bass,  smallmouth  bass  and  rainbow  trout  in 
the  far  west  to  largemouth  bass,  bream  and  crappies  in  the  central  and  eastern 
sections,  with  Kerr  and  Gaston  Lakes  featuring  good  fishing  for  landlocked 
striped  bass  at  times.  In  addition,  there  are  something  like  100,000  farm 
ponds  and  mill  ponds  in  the  state  for  people  who  don't  go  in  for  expensive 
tackle  or  long  fishing  trips. 

Wildfowlers  in  North  Carolina  can  choose  from  a  variety  of  migratory 
game  birds,  ranging  from  Canada  geese  to  mourning  doves.  The  seasons  are 
long  and  bag  and  creel  limits  are  liberal  in  most  cases.  You  can  hunt  at  least 
one  species  of  native  game  from  the  middle  of  October  to  the  end  of 
February,  and  migratory  birds  for  over  two  months.  There  is  no  closed  season 
on  any  game  fish  except  mountain  trout. 

Add  our  wonderful  climate  to  these  other  assets  and  it's  easy  to  see  why 
hunting  and  fishing  are  big  businesses  in  North  Carolina.  Industries  locate 
here  because  employee  morale  goes  beyond  good  salaries,  good  roads,  good 
schools  and  good  churches.  Morale  is  also  affected  by  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  outdoor  recreation  available  for  the  leisure  hours.  North  Carolina 
carries  on  a  progressive  wildlife  conservation  program  designed  to  make  this  a 
better  state  for  desirable  industries  and  their  employees  to  locate,  live  and 
»row. 
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The  North  Carolina  State  Fair  Youth  Center  is  a  modem,  four-buildin 
group  consisting  of  two  dormitories,  a  cafeteria-recreation  hall,  and  th  ^  " 
office-home  of  the  superintendent.  It  is  located  in  a  wooded  area  of  th  w^ 
North-west  corner  of  the  grounds  above  one  of  the  lakes.  It  was  built  as 
home-away-from-home  for  exhibitors  at  the  Fair.  During  Fairtime  th 
Center  is  operated  by  a  staff  of  experienced  men  and  women. 

Throughout  the  year,  other  than  at  Fairtime,  the  facilities  are  availabl       p 
to  both  youth  and  adult  groups  (representing  schools,  civic  clubs,  churches   ,, 
etc.).  The  accommodations  are  excellent  for  groups  wishing  to  stay  one  o' 
more  nights  in  the  Capital  City  while  visiting  the  many  points  of  intereet  ii  j"  _ 
"The  Magic  Research  Triangle"  of  Raleigh,  Durham  and  Chapel  Hill.  Th(  urto 
rates  are  very  reasonable.  While  the  cafeteria  is  operated  only  at  Fairtime  ^^^^ 
good  meals  are  obtainable  nearby,  and  those  wishing  to   prepare   certaii  jteFaii 
meals  often  bring  foods  for  breakfasts  and  "cookout"  or  picnic  suppers,  ant  ''' 
their  small  electric  appliances.  The  electrical  outlets  of  the  recreation  hal  J"*, "J 
may  be  used  for  this  purpose.  The  delightful  location  of  the  Center  makes  i 
an  ideal  spot  for  outdoor  meals,  while  the  recreation  hall  provides  game  anc  j^rii 
play  space  in  case  of  inclement  weather. 

At  Fairtime,  arrangements  for  lodging  and  meals  are  made  by  the  Vo-Ag 
Teachers,  4-H  Leaders,  and  Farm  and  Home  Agents  of  each  county.  Reser-
